The  coffee  mill  was  set  go¬ 
ing,  if  there  were  any  of  the  preciona 
grains  in  the  honse,  and  the' hopper  in 
the  hollow  log  to  grinding  the  corn. 
The  venison  or  lioar  meat  waa  put  no 
the  coals,  and  th«  ash  cake  baked. 

After  the  meal  and  the  evening  pipe, 
tin*  visitor  stretched  himself  «m  a  buf¬ 
falo  robe  on  the  floor  with  the  members 
of  the  family  and  slept  tho  sleep  of 
health  nnd  fatigue.  In  the  morning  tb# 
response  to  any  inquiry  as  to  the  charge 
was,  "Yon  can  pay  me  by  coming
